Football income exceeded the es- 
timated figure by more than $700, 
Commissioner of Finance Evelyn 
Temmermand announced at Tues- 
day's commission meeting. 

Budget estimate of the year’s 
income was $8,000. Actual. in- 
come, not including that of the 
Monterey game, is $7,661.74. Pro- 
ceeds from Monterey, totalling 
more than $1,000, have not yet 
been deposited. The total in- 
come includes guarantees from 
John Muir, Bakersfield, Mo 
desto, and Stockton.

Richard Cimino as Everyman will 
go through penance and make his 
reckoning before the high god 
Adonai next week as the Hartnell 
College drama department presents 
the famous medieval morality play, 
“Everyman.” The play will run 
for four nights, December 14, 15, 
16, and. 17, and have an 8:15 cur- 
tain. 

Don Lo Presti is featured in the 
role of Death, and it is. he who 
summons Everyman to go ona long 
journey to make his account before 
Adonai, portrayed by Ralph Row- 
land. Everyman finds himself un- 
prepared for this reckoning and he 
turns to his “factors of personality” 
for company and assistance on the 
journey. 

These abstract characters have 
various reactions to his proposal, 
and at the end, only Good Deeds, 
played by Jacqueline Day, is with 
him. ‘ 

Dean Stamatopoulos appears as 
Fellowship, Marguerite Sanders and 
Jolene Brogdon appear as Cousin 
and Kindred, Phyllis. Williams ap- 
pears as Goods, Jacquie Day as 
Good Deeds, Marguerite Sanders as 
Knowledge, Ralph Rowland as 
Confession, Jolene Brogdon as Dis- 
cretion, Richard Rohrbacher as 
Five Wits, Claude Brogdon as 
Strength, and Virginia Vierra as 
Beauty. 

The two. angels are Miss Vi- 
erra and Dorothy Beeman, while 
William Kaas handles the parts of 
Messenger and Doctor.
